Senate Passes the Porto Rican 


Measure After a Prolonged 


Struggle 


Washington. April 4.—Yesterday was 


a notable day in the United States sen- 
ate. . 1* brought to a close the sharpest 
and most prolonged debate upon .any 
measure smcj thos? discussed during the 
memorable "war t-ongress" two years 
ag-o. 
At 4 o'clock in the afternoon 


the votes were begun upon the Puerto 
Rican tariff and civil government bill 
und the pending; amendments and less 
than ;tn hour later the measure, about 
which there has been so much contention 
in and out of congress, was passed by a 
majority of nine, the final vote being 
40 to 31. 
Only committee amendments 


were adopted. 


It had been evident for some time that 


the bill would command & majority in 
the senate, but notwithstanding that 
fact, the interest in the measure, both 
of senators and of the public, had not 
flagged an instant. 


Whan the hour of 4 o'clock was reached 


the chairman announced that the votes 
upon the pending amendments and upon 
the bill should now be taken. 


At tha suggestion ef Mr. Foraker the 


committee amendments which had been 
passed over were reverted to and adopted 
•without division. 


Mr. Davis then offered his amendment 


providing that "no duties on imports ot 
exports shall, after the passage of this 
act, be levied or collected on any articles 
'Imported from the United States into 
Puerto Rico or from Puerto Rico into 
the United States." ' 


Mr. Davis demanded the yeas and 


nays. The amendment was lost, 30 to 40. 


Without division two other amend- 


ments offered by Mr. Davis were de- 
feated. Then Mr. Nelson offered his free 
trade amendment. The yeas and nays 
"were ordered and this amendment, too, 
was lost, 29 to 41. 


After an amendment offered by Mr. 


Spooner making a slight change In the 
measrure had been accepted by Mr. Fora- 
ker and agreed to, two amendments of- 
fered by Mr. Bacon, one being a substi- 
tute for the entire bill, were defeated 
•without division. 


The bill was then reported to the sen- 


ate, the amendments were agreed to. and 
on an yea and nay vote it was passed by 
a vote of 40 to 31, a majority of 9. 


Scarcely had the Puerto Rican meas- 


ure been disposed of when, quite unex- 
pectedly, a serious snarl over the case 
of former Senator Quay arose. 


Acting under the unanimous consent 


agreement reached on March 16 that the 
Quay case should be taken up, "subject 
to the consideration of appropriation 
bills, conference reports, the present un- 
finished business and senate bill 2355" 
(the Spooner bill as to the government 
cf the Philippines), Mr. Lodge moved 
thar the Spooner bill be made the un- 
finished business. 


This was objected to by the friends of 


Mr. Quay, and Mr. Wolcott moved to ad- 
journ. The motion was lost. 


Mr. Lodge then renewed his motion. 


It was antagonized by, Mr. Chandler, 
chairman of the committee on privileges 
and elections, who had no objection to 
the measure, but did not want it to dis- 
place the Quay case.

Dublin, April 4.—The royal yacht vic- 


toria and Albert, with Queen Victoria on 
board, arrived at Kingstown at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, ahead pf the sched- 
uled time, and was greeted with a royal 
salute from the channel squadron. 
Rain 


had been falling all the morning. The 
royal yacht lay . /f Kingstown, no one 
disembarking from her, and no one will 
leave the vessel until today. 
Only a 


handful of persons saw the arrival of her 
majesty. 


The passage of the channel was smooth 


and the queen suffered no discomfort, al- 
though she expressed regret that tha 
premature departure from Holyhead, 
owing to the threatening weather con- 
ditions, should cause her Irish subjects 
disappointment. It had been officially 
announced that she would reach Kings- 
town at 6:30 p. m. instead of 2 p. m., but 
at the latter hour the Victoria and Arbert 
loomed up through the haze and rain 
and was greeted with the thunder of 21 
guns from each ahtp of the British chan- 
nel squadron. Thousands had poured 
into Kingstown regeTdless of the pelt- 
ing rain, which ceased about 5 o'clock, 
and they braved the cold winds and mud 
until midnight. 


The celebrations were confined to an 


illumination of the war vessels and to a 
few fireworks here and there. A shin- 
Ing shamrock stood out against the 
blackness of Dublin bay, and from the 
jackies clustered on the decks of tha 
squadron came strains of "God Save the 
Queen," -which were taken up by the 
patient crowd on shore, and when 
"Soldiers of the Queen" floated across 
the quiet water the spectators on Kings- 
town pier joined in. 


Although all political conditions axe 


represented in Kingstown, there was na 
attempt at a counter-demonstration. In 
fact the evening's fireworks, singing and 
cheering were not insured by any hostile 
note, and the entry of the queen into 
Dublin today will probably be a repeti- 
tion of similar friendly conditions. 


On Dublin itself, seven miles from 


Kingstown, the epithet "Dear, dirty 
Dublin" was never before presumably 
better justified than yesterday. Dublin 
was bedraggled, its finery, which rivalled 
London's jubilee decorations, drooping 
sadly from the steady rain. However, 
last evening, when the showers ceased, 
illuminations such as Ireland had never 
seen lit up the streets and were viewed 
by crowds so dense that in several 
thoroughfares traffic was impossible. 


The castle was gay with a dinner party, 


including the leading Irish nobility; and 
a spirit of good natured revelry prevailed 
over every quarter of Ireland's capital. 


The queen will d'isembark some time 


before noon today and will drive from 
Kingstown through the city, reaching 
the vice regal lodge about 2 in the after- 
noon. Another sword bearer has bees 
secured in the plac« of James Egan; and, 
if the universal wish for fair weathej 
should be granted the progress of tha 
Tueen promises to be one of the most re- 
markable occasions in the history oi 
Ireland. 


By the exercise of tact polittcal con-

Did you ever hear the story of the 


"Girl of Wild Horse Run?" The chances 
are that you never did unless you have 
lived in the mountains of lower New 
Mexico, and there are few even there 
who can show the little heap of stones 
which marks her grave or who can tell 
the story of how she met her death to 
save the lives of the half starved, In- 
dian besieged prospectors who had tak- 
en their last stand on the mountain 
peak which is now known as Simp- 
son's Rest. 
But those who do know 


the story will never forget it, and not 
one of the cowmen or the miners passes 
the lonely spot without taking off his 
hat in mute respect to the memory of 
the unknown girl. 


"I never knowed, and I don't s'pose 


no one ever knowed, what her name 
was," said Joe Dunne as he sat In front 
Of his adobe and rolled a cigarette. 
"I'm 'bout the last of 'em alive as ever 
knowed her, and I wouldn't be here 
taJkin 'bout her if 'twasn't for what 
she done. When It was all over, we 
buried her the best we could. We 
couldn't get no monniments or fancy 
stones, such as they have down east, 
so we just piled rocks over the grave 
to show where it Is and to keep the 
wild creaturs from diggin it up. Since 
then some more rocks has been put on, 
and now the heap's so big I guess it'll 
last forever. But it'll never get too 
big for the act she done, which was 
one mighty few men would 'a' wanted 
to tackle. 


"It was way back in the days when I 


was a kid. Bein as I was born and 
brought up along the Rio Grande, I 
was almost as much Greaser as I was 
white man, and when them eastern 
prospectors come along they hired me 
to go with them as interpreter, even if 
I was only a kid. In fact, they couldn't 
get no men to go along with them 'cause 
the men was mostly all off prospectin 
on their own account. 


"There wan't no rn"roads down here 


then. There wan't nothin but Indians 
and Greasers. 
If you wanted grub, 


you had to freight it fromlAlbuquerque, 
or if you was hard up for it you could 
get a little from the old stage station 
In the valley just beyond where Las 
Cruces Is now. 


"Wild Horse Run Is up in the moun- 


tains back of there. It ain't no pretty 
nlace—just a little stretch of mesa 
where there was water and where the 
wild horses used to come until they 
had worn the ground all away like a 
buffalo wallow. The girl and her old 
man lived there. The old man was 
nutty on them mountains. 
He said 


they was full of gold and silver and 
pretty much everything else, and I 
guess he was right, though there ain't 
much of it been got out yet. 


"Well, he settled right there near the 


run, grubbin round in the foothills and 
collectin specimens and stakin out doz- 
ens of claims which he never worked, 
but ag'in which nobody made no pro- 
test. 
I never knowed the old man 


much, though I seed him frequent 
when I was in the mountains, and I 
heerd as how he had come from the 
east to get rich. He was like lots of 
others, and he nps and dies before he 
had nothin more than them claims 
which he had staked out, but which he 
hadn't never properly entered. 


"When he died, he left that there girl 


alone in the half 'dobe, half dugout, 
he had made. 
Stoe was 'bout 18, J 


guess, and we Efeought as how she 
would go up to Albuquerque to live 
provided she didn't go back east But 
instead of that she staid right along, 
all alone in the place where she had 
lived with the old man. She had some 
sort of an Idea that by so doin she 
could hold the claims which he had 
staked out. Some 01 the men told her 
as how she was wrong, but she thought 
they was only tryin to get her to go so 
they could jump the claims, and so she 
stuck it out. She was a good shot, and 
deer is still thick up that way, so be- 
tween them and a. few vegetables she 
got along BO far as grub was concern- 


was a good 25 mile away. 


"She had been there quite a few 


years, and tlie people as knowed of her 
had got to callln her the 'Girl of Wild 
Horse Run,' when I goes up that way 
with them eastern chaps. We stopped 
to get water at the Run, and we told

It ain't a high moun- 
tain, but up to the top it's kind of like 
a fort. The sides, except one of them, 
run straight up for 50 feet or so, and 
no one cnu't climb them. The other 
side slants down pretty steep, but so 
you can get up all right. We had all 
seed the place and had talked about it, 
casualllke, before, sayin as bow it 
would be just the place to go if the In- 
dians got after us. 


"They ijras after us now, and we wag 


there. The only trouble was that we 
didn't have nothiu with us but our 
guns.

"1 remember one oc- 
casion when I had just gone to bod, 
the light being turned out, 1 was com- 
posing myself to slumber when 1 sud- 
denly became aware of a presence- in 
the room. The impression conveyed 
to my mind was that it was the pres- 
ence of a certain p >rsoa lately deceas- 
ed, vrith whom 1 had been on very in- 
timate terms. In fact, I felt an over- 
powering sense of the nearness of Hie 
individual in question. 


"About the same moment there 


arose slowly from the floor a nebulous 
mass of what looked like shining 
white vapor, which began to take 
shape, as did the smoke from the cas- 
ket opened by the fisherman in the 
•Arabian Nights'' tales. 
Gradually it 


assumed a more dist'uct outline, un- 
til it presented a radiant image of rcy 
friend. 
The lips appeared to move,

"I can assure you that the vision was 


no dream, and the nature of the mes- 
sage was such as to eliminate, to my 
own satisfaction at all events, the the- 
ory of hallucination.

It is a question 
pregnant with intense interest. 


"Each of us, I believe, has in him a 


ighost, which ordinarily is confined to 
the precincts of the body. 
When I 


die, my ghost leaves my body perma- 
nently, and, having done so, perhaps it 
may continue to be the vehicle and 
means of expression of conscious will, 
memory and understanding. 
St. Paul 


says, 'There is a natural body and a 
spiritual body.' It is of the spiritual 
|body that I am speaking. 


"Our senses take cognizance of no 


forms of matter except those which 
are in a certain degree of condensa- 
tion, but the spiritual body may be of 
a more rarefied and tenuous substance. 
The nonappearance of ghosts to us 
may be a question not of the existence 
of specters, but of the acuteness of our 
perceptive faculties. 


"My own experience is that the com- 


ing of an apparition is always preced- 
ed by a curious sensation which I call 
the 'ghost; chill.' When this symptom 
arrives, the threshold of consciousness 
seems to be shifted to the extent of 
rendering possible a perception of 
something ordinarily invisible. 
The 


change is usually very brief, lasting 
only a few seconds, during which the 
manifestation occurs. 


"One reason that I have for believing 


the evidence of my own senses in this 
matter is that on several occasions the 
apparition of my own personality has 
presented itself to other persons in 
places where my body was not at the 
time. Some years ago I was in Chica- 
go, s$£an ordinary evening party with 
about' 40 friends, when an individual 
in Washington, who did not even know 
where I was, was visited by my phan- 
tasm and received from it a brief mes- 
sage stating where I was at the time 
and giving the names of two or three 
'of the guests present—persons with 
•whom the observer was unacquainted. 
This was one of the rare cases where 
a ghost made itself audible. 


"You 
ask what would happen if one 


'should approach a ghost such as I ha^e 
described and try to touch it. My re- 
jply is that there would certainly be no 
danger in doing so, for specters never 
'do anybody any barm, the fear of them 
entertained by most people being sim- 
ply a dread of that which is unknown 
and not understood. Whatever is un- 
known is always terrible. 
But the

TOO MCCH MONEY 


The republican administration Is now 


finding a problem in a large surnlus in 
the treasury, rapidly increasing. Mon- 
day Congressman Payne, republican 
leader of the house, introduced a reso- 
lution which was passed, calling upon 
the secretary of the treasure to trans- 
mit to congress detailed information 
regarding- the resources of the govern- 
ment and the probable surplus for the 
present fiscal year. On the reply of the 
secretary of the treasury may de'pend 
a repealing of a portion of the war 
revenue act. 
Congressman Payne is- 


sues for publication the following con- 
cerning his resolution: 


"The object of the resolution is to 


get "'information from the secretary of 
the treasury that will enable the com- 
mittee to determine whether it is safe 
to attempt a reduction of the revenue, 
and, in case that is decidsd affirmative- 
ly, along- what lines the reduction 
should be made. It is true there is a 
surplus 
of 
554,000,000 for 
the 
nine 


months ending Saturday last, and $16,- 
500,000 for the month of March. Whe- 
ther this surplus is to be increased or 
not for the balance of the fiscal year is 
one of the questions on which we de- 
sire information. "Should all of the 
$850,000,000 of bonds which can be re- 
funded under ,the refunding act be 
presented, some $86,000,000 would be 
absorbed In this oneration./ It will re- 
quire $20.000,000 to refund the bond-3 
already deposited with the secretarv 
of the treasury under the act recently 
passed. "What we desire to know is the 
effect of this uuon the surolug and 
the probable expenses of the next fiscal 
year, in order to safely determine unon 
a reduction of the revenue. If any ac- 
tion is taken sufficient reduction can be 
made under the war revenue act, which 
was an emergency act, passed in 1898. 
I am ooposed to interference in, any 
way with the Dlngley tariff law of 
.1897." 


It is not likely that any legislation 


for the purpose of reducing the re- 
venues will be attempted so late in 
the session of congress. The present 
great business activity returns large 
revenue and should there come a fall- 
ing off in business there would be a 
corresponding falling off in revenue. 
Besides there may be large expendi- 
tures, such expenditures as would be 
entailed by the passage of the Nlca.- 
ragraan canal bill, as Mr. Payne points 
out. 
And the question of prun- 


ing 
the 
war 
revenue 
act 
to 


reduce 
the 
revenue 
would 
not 


be found ^.n easy one. If that were at- 
tempted all sorts of demands would be 
made upon congress by the interests 
whose business would be involved. 
Some members of the house are of the 
opinion that the remodeling of the war 
revenue act should be postooned until 
there is more time. 


But it is rather an. agreeable thins 


to listen to this talk about a, surolua 
in the treasury. 
"While the condition 


may promise some inconvenience to 
business It is far from being so depress- 
ing as a deficit with the country stag- 
nant, which hag been the case on the 
eve of presidential elections certainly 
v.'ithin. the memory of Lhe oresent gen- 
^ration and not yet wholly out of the 
mind of the democratic parly.

Break- 
fasts, luncheons and teas, dinners and 
suppers can be secured by members on 
the premises, and well equipped rooms 
will be" provided for out of town mem- 
bers of the club."

Thoroughly Modern Hotel 


The people of Adams are rejoicing in 


the prospect that in all probability the 
near future will see the erection in that 
town of -a modern, well equipped hotel, 
that will be a credit to the town. There 
have been many rumors of such an en- 
terprise, but now for the first time they 
seem likely to he verified. The need of 
such a hotel has long been felt, and al- 
though there are still some complica- 
tions in the way, in connection with 
the real estate involved, it is felt to be 
almost certain that the new hotel will 
be built. Plans are now nearly com- 
pleted for the structure, and the esti- 
mate is that the house will cost in the 
neighborhood of $40,000. 
* 


The site for the new hotel will be the 


Marker lot' on Park street, about 100 
feet south west of the Adams depot. 
The site has long been considered an 
ideal location for a hotel. At present 
parts of the property are occupied by 
several small buildings and a new two- 
story block containing a millinery and 
.1 shoe and men's furnishing store, offi- 
c-es and/a barber shop. 
This latter 


building was completed only a month 
.igo and is owned by Conrad Mausert of 
Shis city. None of the buildings are on 
stone foundations and could be easily 
moved. 


The only drawback to the new scheme 


is that a clear title of the land cannot 
be had. John L. Barker is the o%vner 
but his sister, Mrs. Anne Barker claims 
fo have an interest in it and will not 
illov it to be sold. Mr. Barker has ap- 
plied for a clear title and the case is 
now in the probate court at Pittsfield. 
The men said to be interested in the 
ourchase of the land anq^ the erection 
•jf the hotel are the Dobler Bros., of 
Albany, N. Y., brewers, and George 
Mauaert of Adams, bottler. The latter 
also has a hold on the property, a five 
year's lease with the privilege of pur- 
chasing. This lease was given to Mr. 
Mausert about two months ago. 


it is said that Mr. Mausert will prob- 


-.blj sell or give up his lease and the 
land will be purchased. Enough money 
would be kept back to stand the cost 
of a suit, if brought by Miss Barker. 


The plans are now almost comolete 


and were drawn by Architect and Con- 
tractor James Fleming of Adams. The 
proposed new hotel will be called the 
"Barker hotel." The building will be 
a pretty two-story structure 80 feet 
deep and 107 feet front. The first floor 
will contain four stores IS by 79 feet 
\vith stairways leading1 from each to 
the basement. The basements would be 
Stted for store rooms and would have 
toilet rooms. There would also be rear 
c-ntrances to the basements. 
A hotel 


office 18-6 by 28, a barber shop IT by 
11, a baggage room off the office, 7 by 
8, a bar-room 18-6 by 30, a ladies' en- 
trance and a wide hall would also be 
on the first floor. There would also 
be a dumb waiter from the bar room 
to the upper story. 


The second floor would 
be 
used 


wholly for hotel purposes. 
The din,* 


ing room would be 27 by 37, the kitchen 
18 by 19, with set range, sinks, etc., 
all complete. Off the kitchen would be 
a pantry, fitted with shelves and a re- 
frigerator, etc. 
Off the dining1 room 


would be linen and China closets on 
either side. There would be a reception 
room 13 by 14-6 off the front hall and 
a parlor 18 by 19. The reception room 
and parlor would be connected by a 
large arch. There woufd also be two 
private dining rooms 11 by 12 feet. 


The building would contain 24 sleep- 


ing rooms, 12 by 14 feet. 
The halls 


would be lighted by skylights. There 
would be two toilet rooms, 7-6 by 9 and 
two bath rooms, 7 by 9. There would, 
be a rear entrance to the hotel, cut off 
from the main halls. 


The 
foundation 
of 
the 
buildlne 


would be of local building atone with 
partition walls running1 from the cellar 
to the roof. These walls would be of 
brick, 12 inches thick. 


The building would have a handsome 


front. 
It would be built entirely of 


pressed buff brick and metal, the brick 
of a light shade. 
The lower storv 


would set In under the ucpel- story 
by about 9 feet, thus forming a pretty 
facade. There would be turned arches 
of molded brick. The stores and hotel 
office would have large plate glass 
fronts. 
The entrances to the stores 


would be through doors 3 by 7 feet 
with swinging transoms overhead. 


Extending out from the second floor 


on the front of the buildlne would be 
a piazza 8 feet wide and 75 feet long. 
The balcony would be provided with 
seven arches, metal posts and Iron 
rail balusters. The cornices would be 
of metal of the latest pattern. 


The columns in the front of the build- 


Ing would be of iron with neat cat-, 
terned grill work, there would also be 
polished brass rods between the col- 
umns. The brick would be decorated 
with pretty iron grill work. 


The name "Barker hotel" will be 


carved in a large block of granite or 
marble, and will be made prominent 
In the center of the building 


It will be seen that the bull dins will 


be such that if necessary a third story 
may at any ,tlme be added without 
much difflcul'y.

Devotees of the Weed. 


In South Africa the native women 


smoke incessantly. Your native serv- 
ant smokes as she cooks and as she 
washes. The tobacco she likes is rank. 
The dainty cigarette an English or 
Russian lady of fashion enjoys, smoked 
through a quill so that no nicotine can 
stain either teeth or fingers, would be 
sneered at by a Kaffir. 
"Give me a 


pipe and something in it I can taste," 
is in effect what she says. 


The men Kaffirs are beyond tobacco. 


They smoke something so vehement 
that it makes them cough and splutter, 
lose their breath, choke and sneeze to 
an alarming degree. 
They like snuff, 


too, and are fond of offering and taking 
pinches of it ("schniff" they call it) 
when they meet and visit one another. 


Regarding tobacco as too mild for 


their taste, the Kaffirs take another 
weed and smoke that. They proceed 
to arrange a smoking party by squat- 
ting on the ground and getting ready 
their "pipe," a cow horn with a thin 
tube in it inserted half way down at 
right angles to the horn. The end of 
the tube is in a basin, and it is from it 
that the smoker sucks the strong stuff 
that makes him incapable of anything 
but a series of coughs and chokes for 
some time after he has had his turn at 
the pipe, which is passed round from 
man to man until a perfect chorus of 
coughs rends the a.ir. 


The tobacco the Boers smoke looks 


like poor tea and is peculiar in flavor, 
yet Englishmen who Irnve become used 
.to it acquire such a taste for It that 
they never ask for any other kind.—

Successful Trial of the Battle- 


ship Kearsarge. 


BLASTS 
PEOVED YEBY LIGttt, 


Bnperlmpoted Turret* and Stabilltr 


of the Ship Pot to a Severe 
Tot, 


Admiral 
Sampson 
Ia Delighted 


With It,. and Captain Folger Say* 
It Wai Snoc«»«fnl. 
Captato William N. Polger, com- 


mander of the battleship Kearsarge, 
recently telegraphed to the navy de- 
partment from Port Monroe, Va., that 
the trial of the vessel's double turret 
system was successful, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Sun. He says: 


"The double turret was thoroughly 


tested and IB an assured success, both 
from military and structural stand- 
points. There wa« no Interference be- 
tween the planes of guns or Incon- 
venience from blast or smohe. 
The 


structure, tested with simultaneous 
discharge of three guns, is amply 
strong to withstand the united shock 
of the ftrar guns of either turret. The 
absence of suitable elastic device for 
simultaneous discharge of all the guns 
prevented the final test. Both pairs of 
8 Inch guns were tested In simul- 
taneous firing-" 


Whether the superimposed type will 


be adopted for other armored ships 
' will remain an open question until aft- 
er the Kearsarge has had another and 
perhaps several opportunities to dem- 
onstrate the 
practicability 
of her 


unique main battery. She will go out 
to sea soon for her final official trial, 
and the supporters of the double deck 
turret are satisfied- that the naval in- 
spection board, which will be on the 
Kearsarge in an official capacity, will 
report that the turrets are an unquali- 
fied success. 


The superimposed turret system has 


been a source of controversy in naval 
circles for many years. Its installa- 
tion on the Kearsarge ixnd her unfinish- 
ed sister ship, the Kentucky, was due 
to the efforts of Hear Admiral W. T. 
Sampson when he was chief of the 
naval ordnance bureau. A' young offi- 
cer of that bureau, Lieutenant Joseph 
Strauss, suggested the idea of a super- 
imposed structure and was heartily 
seconded in' his views by Admiral 
Sampson. The plan for tha installation 
of the turrets on board the Kearsarge 
and the Kentucky was approved by 
the secretary of the navy on the recom- 
mendation of Admiral Sampson, and 
the other day the first opportunity of 
showing the workings of the system 
was afforded. 


The present ftoard on construction, 


which makes recommendations to the 
navy department as to the character of 
vessels to be built, Is apparently hostile 
to the superimposed method, but has 
showed a willingness to await the re- 
sult of the Kearsarge tests before ren- 
dering a final opinion. In considering 
the plans for the batteries to be in- 
stalled on the three battleships author- 
ized at the last, session of congress the 
board on construction decided that 
there should be no superimposed tur- 
rets. It directed, however, that the 
specifications should contain a clause 
setting forth that the department 
might at any rime within six months 
after awarding the contract for these 
three vessels change the arrangement 
of the batteries and provide for the in- 
stallation of double deck turrets. These 
specifications have not been approved 
yet. They may be changed on account 
of the success of the Kearsarge tests. 


Naval officers In Washington are sor- 


ry over the failure to discharge all four 
of the forward turret guns simultane- 
ously, but the discharge of three of 
them together was a very severe test 
of the superimposed system and the 
stability of the ship. The ship stood 
the test extremely well. There was no 
starting of deck planks or loosening of 
rivets and screws, nor was any crock- 
ery on board broken, a common occur- 
rence In big gun practice. Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, who witnessed the 
test, was at the navy department the 
other day. He was delighted with the 
result of the experiment. One thing 
that to the admiral's mind demonstrat- 
ed the great value of the superimposed 
system was the fact that in the simul- 
taneous discharge of the three big guns 
there was no interference, and the 
shells dropped within a small space, 
showing the trrtnendous striking force 
which the projectiles of guns so ar- 
ranged are capable of giving. It was 
feared by some of those Interested in 
the superimposed system that the- guns 
In the lower and on the upper turrets 
could not be so handled as, to give con- 
centration of fire. The value of this 
demonstrated concentration may be 
realized when it is stated that the four 
guns In each superimposed structure 
are capable of projecting more than 1% 
tons of metal into the side of an ene- 
my's ship simultaneously. 


In one of the lower turrets were two 


officers, who, after the triple discharge, 
were found to have different opinions 
as to whether there had been any 
blast In the lower story from the dis- 
charge of the guns above. One said 
that there had been no blast A test 
was made by Inserting raw cotton In 
the peep slits of the lower turret, and 
after a second discharge It was dis- 
covered that the cotton In the forward 
part had been disturbed, showing that 
there was SOUK; blast from above. 


Admiral Snmpson said that the tur- 


rets were uuder perfect control during 
the firing. He was pleased with the 
facility with which they could be mov- 
ed. The turrets are worked by elec- 
tricity. Captain Polger's praise of the 
system in his telegram Is interesting 
on account of the understanding that 
he was opposed to superimposed tur- 
rets.

RECORD BREAKING MEETING 


Councilmen Debated for Nearly Three 


Hours, Order 
Passed 
Author-

There were long and devious debates 


in city council meeting last night that 
prolong-ed the meeting 
till after 10 


o^c-loek, and made it in all probability 
the record 
breaking 
meeting since 


North Adams became a city, but when 
the clouds of discussion had cleared 
away a large amoynt of important 
business had been transacted. 
Prom 


7.30 till 10.15 the councilmen wrestled 
with intricate problems, putting in by 
all odds the hardest night's work for 
the city they have ever clone. What 
they accomplished was the followoing-; 


Order for municipal street sprinkling 


passed. 


Order for boriowing of 
$30,000 for 


sewer work passed. 


Permits granted to Weber Bros., N. 


L. Millard & Co., an-d others for new 
buildings. 


Refusal to grant damages where no 


valid claim was held against the city.

appropriation, if one is made, between 
City and Columbia military band, and 
more time given committee to report 
on question of appropriation. 


ITInulcipal Street Sprlnkllujj 


All the members except Councilman 


Perry and Mignault were present, and 
the council went at Its business prompt 
ly. 
The first matter was a 'recom- 


mendation from Mayor Wilkinson in 
regard to municipal street sprinkling, 
which furnished the longest debate of 
the evening. 


The communication from the mayor 


referred to the discussion on the sub- 
ject and the desire of many that the 
city do the work. This is almost the 
only city in the state, with the possi- 
ble exception oft Plttsfleld, which does 
not do its own sprinkling under the 
SIAVS of 1897, which allow a 
city or 


town to do the work, and if desired to 
assess the cost on the abuttors. K" 
therefore recommended that the coun- 
cil, at the present meeting, pass an or- 
der authorizing the borrowing- of $2,- 
000 to purchase equipment. 


This recommendation, with the ac- 


companying order, was referred to the 
committee on finance, which, having 
been informed of the matter previously 
was ready to report at once, recom- 
mending to the council that the order 
be passed. 


As soon as the report was received, 


President "VVhitaker called on Mayor 


] Wilkinson to speak on the subject. The 


{ mayor told of the provisions of the 
_s- He law, which provided for this work, 
i.na said that while there were various 
ir., :hi ds of having the work done and 
paid fn- the fairest method seemed to 
the omcia's to be that the city pay for 
the apparatus and water, and the ac- 
tual cost of distributing the water on 
the streets be paid for by assessment 
on the abuttors. He saw no justice in 
calling on those who lived in the out- 
skirts of the city on thi hills to pay 
taxes to have Si'ivikung done on the 
business strpct-^. 
As for the cost, it 


had been shown in other cities that the 
city could do the work more cheaply 
than private individuals, and the usual 


j maximum rrfte was believed 
to 
be 


about four cents a front foot for the 


i season. On this basis, a man who had 


I a frontage "of 100 feet would pay $4 for 
! the 
season. 
To show how 
much 


i cheaper this would be than what local 
" merchants had been paying, one mer- 


chant in the city who has a frontage" 
of about 100 feet paid lasf season $12 
for the sprinkling that was done. 


Col. Bracewell spoke in favor of the 


passage of the resolution. His only 
reservation was that he thought the 
city 
should not purchase 
any old- 


fashioned equipment from 
the 
man 


who had formerly done the work. He 
spoke of the fact that if the city did 
me work there would be no bad debts, 
as the assessments would have to be 
paid with the taxes. 


Councilmen Dennett 
and 
Brainan 


spoke in favor of the plan, and Coun- 
cilman Ladam asked for some explana- 
tion of how it would work. Commis- 
sioner Temple was present, loaded with 
facts and figures from other cities, and 
he told something of the way it was 
done elsewhere. 


There was a question as to who 


should decide what streets should be 
sprinkled, and 
Councilman Whitney 


moved an amendment, taking the de- 
cision out of the hands of the commisr 
Firmer, 
and 
putting 
it 
in 
the 


hands of the 
property owners. His 


amendment read that "when a majority 
of thf property owners on a street pe- 
titioned to have that street sprinkled, 
the commissioner shall have it sprink- 
led." 


This precipitated a long and lively 


debate. Councilman Rice said that this 
would compel the commissioner to 
sprinkle streets xvhere it would" be im- 
possible on account of hills, or where it 
would cost an absurdly large sum in 
proport!on to the amount sprinkled, as 
in the case of a short street a long dis- 
tance from where any other sprinkling 
was done. 


Mr. Dennett said that such a provi- 


sion might block the ordinance, as it 
would compel the commissioner to at- 
tempt more work than could be clone 
with the apparatus that the city had 
purchased. 
Mr. Eraman spoke along 


the same lines, arid Mr. Hastings asked 
how many miles the amount of equip- 
ment that $2000 would purchase would 
cover. Commissioner Templo replied 
that it was the plan to buy four carts, 
and that It had been found that this 
number would cover about four miles. 
It was the plan at first to spfiskle 
about the same streets that had been 
sprinkled in former years. 


There was then a mixed up discus- 


sion on the proposed amendment, In 
which It was at first somewhat mis- 
understood by several of the members, 
but Col, Bracewell finally made 
a 


strong statement against it, saying that 
tiiere must be final power vested in 
someone as to how much territory could 
be covered with the equipment that the 
city owned, and on a vote the amend- 
ment was lost overwhelmingly. 


Then came the vote on the original 


plan. Here followed another long dis- 
cussion on who should sig-n petitions 
for sprinkling on streets that were not 
decided upon at first by the' commis- 
sioner. 
Some thought that if r>eoi>le 


who lived In rented houses did this, it 
would result in their being1 able to add 
expenses to the owners of the land. 
Others thought that if only land own- 
era could petition, it would result in 
never having a petition from some 
streets which were mostly occupied by 
those who rented houses, as the land- 
lord could not be exoeuted 10 petition 
to be allowed to pay money tor sprink- 
ling streets on which he did not live. 
It was finally decided that a petition, 
no matter \\lio signed it, 
property 


owners or tenants, could accomplish. 
nothing' 
unless 
the 
commissioner 


thought the amount of apparatus could 
cover the street petitioned for, afcd if 
there were any complaints on his de- 
cisions they could be brought to the 
council. 


The vote was then taken, and the 


order was passed, Councilmen Amadon, 
Broderick and Whitney voting arainst 
it. 


Fetlllon for Financial Aid 


A petition was received from A. W. 


Fulton, asking for financial aid far the 
family of Vita* Rougeau, 
who died 


shortly after 
an accident 
on 
Cliff 


street. The claim was asked for first 
for Mr. Rougeau, but after his death 
the claim was renewed for his family. 
The petition stated that death was not 
claimed to have been due fntirely to 
the accident. The petition •ua.s referred 
to the committee on finance, to report 
at the next meeting1. 


No Pay Where 110 Valid Claim 


The question, oT awarding damages 


to Mrs. Richard Ruff, contiued from 
last meeting, was then brought up. It 
will be remembered that the committee 
cm finance reported that she had no 
valid claim and recommended that she 
be given leave to withdraw. 
Inspired 


by sympathy for the case, the council 
referred the matter bacK to the com- 
mittee to see it there was no way in 
which aid could be given. 


The committee reported again at the 


present meeting, repeating its former 
recommendation, and adding an oriin- 
ion from the city solicitor on the q.ues- 
tion, to reinforce its position. 


City Solicior Ashe wras present, and 


was called on to sneak on the matter. 
He read law on the subject till the 
council's sympathy was overwhelmed 
with the legal phase of the question. 
Mr. Ashe said that not only did Mrs. 
Ruff fail to give notice within the 
proper time, but that she had no le^al 
claim. 
Under the 
law of 1836, the 


c"'.irts have decided .that a city is not 
responsible for damages from snow or 
ice on the walks where there is no other 
defect in the walk, and also that the 
condition of the walk cause 3 bv viola- 
tion of city ordinances by boys sliding 
on it does not render the city liable. 
His explantion was clear, and at the 
close Colonel Bracewell moved that 
the committee's report be accepted. Mr. 
Amadon rose to protest again, savins 
that in spite of the city^sol'.citor, who 
was. paid to save the city money, he 
did not think that the law would pre- 
vent the council from voting Mrs. Ruff 
the $50 for which she asked. 
On the 


vote, the report of the committee was 
accepted. 


Build Ins Pi-tlllon 


A petition was received anl granted, 


asking that the Hygiea ico company 
be aillowed to build ,Jts ice plant on 
Morris street without iron truss rods 
for the floor timbers of the second 
floor. 


A petition was received from Thomas 


F. Loftus for permission to build an 
addition to a shed on the east side 
of Holden street, the addition beins re- 
quired to meet the demands of the 
board of health in connection with the 
stable ordinance. 
The petition was 


granted. 


A petition was received from Weber 


brothers, for permission to eiect with- 
in fire district A, a wooden factory 
building of three stories and a, base- 
ment, to enlarge the capacity of their 
shop. Mr. Hastings, chairman of the 
committee on, buildings, said that in 
view of the fact that this was to allow 
a notable increase in our industrial life, 
although it was against th> building 
ordinance, the committee would ask the 
council to act without referiing- it to 
the committee. 
Individuallv the com- 


mittee were satisfied that the petition 
should be granted, and had investigat- 
ed he plans and found that they were 
satisfactory. 
There was some debate 


on why the committee should hesitate 
to reprrt. but its position was upheld 
in view of the circumstances, and after 
the comparative safety iron fire of a 
building so situated had been spoken 
of, the petition was granted. 


A similar petition was received from 


N. L. Millard & Co., for the addition 
desired to build to their shop, and 
this was also granted. 


Band Concf rt Money 


A petition was i-eceived from the 


members 
of the 
Columbia military 


band, asking that if the council ao- 
propriated $600 for band concerts, the 
money be divided between this band 
and the City band, which first peti- 
tioned. The petition spoke of the ef- 
ficiency of the band as a result of the 
last year's practices. 
This was re- 


ferred to the committee on finance. 


In reference to the original petition 


for an appropriation the committ« 
asked for more time, as there was no 
particular haste in the matter, and this 
was given.

Appropriations Passed 


The final reading1 of the list of ap- 


propriations was then called for, and as 
these had all been gone over very 
carefully at the first reading, there was 
no discussion at all, and the appropii- 
ations were passed. The accompanying 
order, for the raising by taxation of 
$362,027, less the cash on hard and the 
anticipated receipts, wns also passed.

The committee on finance reported

cilman Hastings, Mayor Wilkinson was 
called on -to explain just u'ha.t work 
it wns the plan to do this year.

er under river and trunk sewer down

Mr. Whiney rose to oppose the ex- 


penditure. He said that if these "im- 
perative needs" had to be paid for at 
the present time they would not be 
so necessery as when they can be add- 
ed to the debt. He thought the danger 
limit was being passed, and he believed 
that all the work that was absolutely 
imperative could be done within the 
debt limit. 


He was backed by Mr Amadon, who 


said there was a stronrr sentiment 
against increasing the debt any more. 
President Whitaker exi/.H-incd that tha 
city was paying this year on its debt 
more than the $30,000 it was proposed to 
spend on sewers, so that at the end of 
the year the debt wuld still be de- 
creased even if the city borrowed the 
$30,000. 


This brought out a lively debate, in 


which the arguments that are familiar 
in connection with bororwins money 
for impiovements were made by bc-th 
sides. Mr. Whitney didn't want to be 
on record as opposed to anything" that 
was designed for the public health, but 
he didn't think it was necessary to 
borrow so much. 


The vote was finally taken, and the 


order was passed, Councilmen Ama- 
don and Whitney voting ag-jinst it.

Williamstown Judge's Salary Bill Re- 


duced in the Senate 


The senate yesterday agreed to re- 


duce the salary of the judge of the Wil- 
liamstown distr'ct court from X1000, as 
it came from the house, to 5850.

The S1000 salary bill for members of 


the legislature received its cuietus in 
the hiuse by a substantial majority. 
It came near substitution, Monday, by 
a voice vote, without debate, but a Ut- 
tle sharp opposition and a sleep over- 
night sufficed to put the'measure "to 
sleep" very effectually, the- adverse 
majority on a rising vote being 22.
